Learns and assists in the inspection, maintenance, and repair of pumps, valves, and related mechanical
equipment;

Learns and assists in the making of physical tests of water for alkalinity and residual chlorine;

Learns and assists in regulating and adjusting chlorinators and other chemical feeders, washing filters and
settling basins;

Learns and assists in the preparation and maintenance of activity records and reports;

Performs increasingly responsible duties as assigned in the operation and maintenance of a water treatment
plant.
